The  Department  has  an  arrangement  with  the 
South  Essex  Waterworks  Company  whereby  the  latter  are  notified 
immediately  of  the  occurrence  of  any  case  of  Typhoid  Fever,  in 
order  that  a  sample  of  water  may  be  taken  from  the  household’s 
supply.

The  number  of  milk  producing  farms  in  this  district  is  49. 
and  of  this  number  36  are  licensed  to  ]’)roduce  designated  milk. 

Retail  Dairies  and  Milkshops. 

There  are  within  the  area  24  registered  dairies  as  defined 
by  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926,  and  70  registered  persons 
who  retail  milk  in  the  sealed  receptacles  in  which  it  is  received 
at  the  premises.  In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  three  outside  firms 
carry  on  a  vehicular  trade  within  the  district. 

In  respect  of  these  dairies,  in  three  instances  it  was  necessary 
to  request  the  installation  of  new  sterilisers,  and  limewashing  in 
one  case.

Pasteurising  Plants. 

There  is  one  pasteurising  plant  in  the  district,  with  a  capacity 
of  500  gallons  per  hour. 

Samples  [Heat  Treated). 

Fou]‘  premises  have  been  licensed  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  in 
( onnectiou  with  the  heat-treatment  of  milk,  and  in  respect  of 
these  establishments  52  samples  were  taken,  fourteen  of  which 
were  shown  to  be  unsatisfactory,  and  in  connection  with  these 
the  Ministry  of  Food  (Milk  Division)  were  immediately  notified 
in  order  that  remedial  action  might  be  taken  by  them. 

Samples  [Tnhercnlin  Tested). 

63  samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  were  taken,  of  which 
thirteen  were  shown  to  be  unsatisfactory.  Each  and  every  case 
was  followed  uj)  until  a  satisfactory  sample  was  produced  ;  but  it 
will  be  appreciated  that  in  some  ten  cases  it  would  be  reasonable 
to  assume  that  the  very  hot  weather  was  largely  responsible. 
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Samples  (Accredited). 

16  samples  of  Accredited  Milk  were  taken  during  the  year,  of 
which  two  samples  were  shown  to  be  unsatisfactory.  In  these 
cases  also,  unsatisfactory  samples  were  followed  up  until  sncli 
times  as  satisfactory  samples  were  produced. 

Samples  [Pasteurised) 

During  the  year  54  samples  were  taken,  and  of  these  only  one 
proved  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

Samples  ( U ngraded ) . 

17  samples  of  ungraded  milk  were  taken,  all  of  which  proved 
to  be  satisfactory. 

Samples  [Ri usings). 

2  samples  were  taken,  both  of  which  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 
Tuberculosis. 

Milk — Biological  Test.  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  ic)g8,  Section  68. 

41  samples  were  taken  and  submitted  to  the  Biological  Test. 
Of  this  number,  three  samples  were  not  determined — in  each 
case  the  guinea  pig  died  prematurely.  Three  further  samples 
were  shown  to  be  positive,  and  in  these  cases  the  County 
Veterinary  Officer  was  immediately  informed.  Further,  in  two 
cases  arrangements  were  made  for  the  whole  of  the  milk  to  be 
pasteurised  before  sale  to  the  public,  and  in  the  remaining  case 
the  milk  was  already  subjected  to  heat  treatment  before  sale. 
The  retailer  concerned  was  contacted  in  order  that  special  meas¬ 
ures  could  be  taken  to  ensure  the  milk  was  properly  treated,  and 
in  addition  samples  of  the  milk  were  regularly  taken  as  a  check. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

No  formal  action  was  taken  during  the  year. 

Water  Samples. 

Thirteen  samples  of  water  were  taken  during  the  year  from  the 
South  Essex  Waterworks  Company’s  mains  and  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination.  All  the  samples  were  shown  to  be 
satisfactory.  Two  samples  were  also  taken  from  the  same  source 
and  submitted  for  chemical  examination.  The  total  hardness  in 
one  case  was  275  parts  per  million,  of  which  175  parts  were 
temporary  and  100  parts  permanent.  In  the  second  instance, 
the  total  hardness  was  240  parts  per  million  of  which  175  parts 
were  temporary  and  65  parts  permanent. 
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In  addition  to  the  foree:oing,  four  samples  were  taken  from 
private  wells.  All  four  samples  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

On  the  matter  of  the  hardness  of  the  water  supplied  to  this 
and  surrounding  Districts  it  will  be  remembered  that  during  1946 
the  Council  approached  certain  neighbouring  authorities  with 
a  view  to  ascertaining  their  opinions  as  to  the  feasibility  of  re¬ 
quiring  measures  to  be  taken  for  the  provision  of  softening  plants 
by  the  water  undertakers.  The  services  of  a  professional  engineer 
were  enlisted,  and  several  conferences  were  convened  to  consider 
his  opinions.  Representatives  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the 
South  Essex  Waterworks  Company  attended  one  of  these  confer¬ 
ences.  The  Minister  was  also  asked  to  receive  a  deputation  in 
connection  with  this  matter,  but  the  request  was  not  granted  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  the  Minister  had  decided  to  set  up  a  depart¬ 
mental  Committee  to  consider  the  whole  question  on  a  national 
basis. 

Public  Swimming  Bath  and  School  Swimming  Baths. 

Twenty-three  samples  were  taken  during  the  season,  and 
of  these  three  samples  were  shown  to  be  unsatisfactory.  The 
unsatisfactory  samples  were  in  respect  of  the  Exmouth  Swimming 
Bath,  Palmer’s  Boys’  School  and  Palmer’s  Girls’  School.  Con¬ 
cerning  the  Exmouth  swimming  Bath,  steps  were  taken  to  ensure 
that  the  chlorination  of  the  water  was  more  effective.  In  the 
case  of  Palmer’s  Boys’  School,  the  Headmaster  was  informed,  and 
the  bath  remained  out  of  use  until  the  chlorination  plant  had  been 
overhauled  and  repaired.  The  necessary  repairs  having  been 
carried  out,  the  bath  was  again  in  use  until  the  end  of  the  season. 
All  further  samples  proved  to  be  satisfactory.  In  connection 
with  Palmer’s  Girls’  School,  the  Headmistress  was  notified  and 
the  bath  immediately  closed.  It  was  discovered  that  there  was 
a  defect  in  the  “  Ozoniser,”  and  as  a  result  the  bath  remained 
out  of  use  for  the  remainder  of  the  season. 

Statistics — Water. 

I.  {a)  The  water  supply  of  the  area  and  its  several  parts  has  been 
satisfactory  in  quality. 

{h)  During  the  summer,  complaint  was  received  by  the 
Engineer  and  Surveyor  of  the  insufficiency  of  the  water 
supply  to  six  houses  in  Albert  Road  and  Stanley  Road, 
Bulphan.  The  supply  to  these  houses  is  derived  from 
stored  rainwater,  and  as  this  supply  gave  out,  due  to  the 
long  dry  summer,  the  Surveyor’s  Department  recharged 
the  storage  tanks  with  mains  water. 
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2.  A  detailed  report  on  the  bacteriological  examination  of  water 
supplied  will  be  found  under  the  heading  “  Water  Samples.” 

3.  There  is  no  domestic  water  supply  in  the  area  liable  to  plumbo- 
solvent  action.

In  regard  to  the  2722  tins  of  unsound  milk,  it  can  be  safely 
said  that  the  bulk  of  this  unsoundness  was  due  to  badly  battered 
tins  becoming  leaky  and  decomposing,  indicative  of  lack  of  reas¬ 
onable  care  in  transport.  Of  the  1997  lbs.  of  unsound  meat,  a 
large  proportion  of  this  was  known  to  be  due  to  bone  taint. 
Concerning  the  2406  lbs.  of  fish,  this  was  largely  due  to  delay  in 
transit.  Of  the  981  tins  of  corned  beef,  a  vast  majority  of  this 
was  from  one  consignment  which,  on  analysis,  was  shown  to 
contain  an  excessive  amount  of  tin. 


S.AMPLES — Ice-Cream. 

Twenty-nine  samples  of  ice-cream  were  taken  and  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination.  Of  these,  five  samples  were 
shown  to  be  unsatisfactory  and  two  were  broken  in  transit. 

Of  the  five  unsatisfactory  samples,  three  were  from  the  same 
manufacturer,  and  in  dealing  with  these  a  considerable  amount 
of  time  was  spent  by  the  Inspectors  at  this  factory.  It  was  felt 
that  there  was  a  certain  indefinite  laxity  in  connection  with  which 
it  was  impossible  to  be  specific,  and  emphasis  was  laid  on  the 
necessity  for  complete  and  comprehensive  sterilisation  of  all 
utensils,  and  the  necessity  for  the  workers  taking  the  greatest 
care  in  the  handling  of  the  commodity.  The  owner  agreed  the 
feasibility  of  the  installation  of  certain  feed  pipes  which  would 
cut  out  the  necessity  for  the  excessive  use  of  containers  for  the 
removal  of  the  product  from  one  portion  of  the  plant  to  another 
Further  samples  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 
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Dealinf^  with  the  fourth  unsatisfactory  sample,  exception 
was  taken  to  an  excessive  length  of  feed  pipe  and  the  uncovered 
condition  of  the  pasteuriser  at  this  factory.  This  condition  was 
remedied  and  further  samples  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

In  relation  to  the  filth  sam})le  the  manufacturer  elected  to 
discontinue  the  manufacture  of  ice-cream,  and  therefore  no  further 
action  was  taken.

No  statutory  procedure  was  resorted  to  during  the  year. 
During  the  first  half  of  the  year,  the  Council  still  retained  the 
services  of  a  temporary  Surveying  Pest  Operative  appointed  under 
the  terms  of  the  Ministry  of  Food's  Circular  N.S./12,  but  this 
appointment  was  terminated  on  completion  of  the  survey  of  the 
district. 

The  Permanent  Pest  Operative  deals  with  all  complaints  of 
infestations  as  soon  as  they  are  made  by  the  public.  In  connec¬ 
tion  with  disinfestations,  private  dwelling-houses  are  treated  free 
of  cost,  whilst  trade  premises  are  charged  on  a  basis  of  total  cost 
plus  10%  establishment  charges.  In  addition  the  Pest  Operative 
carries  out  monthly  treatments  at  the  Council’s  sewage  disposal 
works  and  refuse  tips,  and  is  available  to  assist  the  Engineer  and 
Surveyor’s  Department  when  engaged  on  the  treatment  of  sewers.

Non-Genuine  Samples. 

In  connection  with  the  six  samples  of  sausages  or  sausage 
meat  which  were  shown  to  be  not  genuine,  four  warning  letters 
were  sent,  whilst  in  two  instances  legal  proceedings  were  resorted 
to,  one  case  being  taken  by  the  Council  and  the  other  by  the 
Ministry  of  Food.  The  result  of  the  CounciPs  case  was  a  convic¬ 
tion  with  the  imposition  of  a  fine  of  £y  los.  od.  In  the  Ministry 
of  Food’s  case,  the  defendant  manager  and  firm  were  fined  £io 
and  £5  respectively. 

Concerning  the  four  samples  of  milk  which  were  shown  to  be 
not  genuine,  in  three  cases  warning  letters  were  sent.  In  the 
remaining  instance,  since  the  milk  was  produced  at  a  farm  outside 
the  Thurrock  Urban  District,  the  assistance  of  the  Essex  County 
Council  was  obtained  in  procuring  further  samples  in  course  of 
transit  from  the  farm  in  question  to  the  retailer  within  the 
district.  As  these  further  samples  proved  satisfactory,  no  further 
action  was  taken  in  the  matter.

For  occupying  a  movable  dwelling  as  a  sole  or  principal 
means  of  human  habitation  for  an  unbroken  period  of  three 
months  within  the  Thurrock  Urban  District,  without  the  previous 
consent  of  the  Council.

For  failing  to  treat  meat  allegedly  not  intended  for  human 
consumption  at  a  knacker’s  yard  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the 
above-mentioned  Order,  i  e.  staining  the  same,  or  alternatively 
for  causing  animals  to  be  slaughtered  otherwise  than  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  terms  of  a  licence  granted  by  the  Ministry  of  Food 
at  premises  within  the  Council’s  area.
